Now that the boll weevil is getting 
the late cotton, folks can get thru 
picking much earlier than in years 
gone by when frost was relied upon 
to open a part of th*- crop. 
In this 
very act of taking thrr late crop the 
boil weevil opens the way to one of 
the most effective ways of controlling 
him. 
The fact that all the cotton 
opens early, making it possible to 
finish picking early, makes it possible 
to plow under the stalks or otherwise 
kill the green stalks well in advance 
of frost. 
Thus the weevil is forced out to 
hunt food elsewhere or else he is 
trapped where food is not available. 
With the scarcity or aDsence of food 
he goes into wanter quarters in a 
more or less famished condition, and 
is is more than likely to perish before 
time for emerging next spring.

IS EXPECTED DAILY 


The latest reports from the Carey 
well state the well is expected to be 
drilled in at any time. 
D ecatur and 
Bridgeport people who have extensive 
holdings in the neighborhood of the 
well are anxiously aw aiting the “big 
day,” when the drill is sent into the 
c,and and the liquid gold comes pour­ 
ing into the derrick. 
There is more 
than three thousand feet of w ater in 
the hole, and this pressure is holding 
down the flow of gas. 
W hen the 
casing is set on the bottom and the 
meres of the wrecked bailer are 
the w ater will 


more or less famished condition, and 
is is more than likely lo perish before 
tim e for emerging next spring. The 
plowing under or killing of the old 
stalks with their secondary growth 
as much as three weeks before frost 
is one of the most effective ways of 
getting ready to grow a bettei clop 
of cotton next year. 
Shallow fall plowing of land th ai 
is subject to washing is likely to be 
disastrous, yet th at Is the very land 
th at needs the hum us the stalks 
would make if plowed under. 
These 
two facts emphasize the necessity or 
building up an adequate terracing 
system to more fully protect the 
land. 
Then when the terraces are 
really adequate to protect the land 
help them and the land by gradually 
increasing the depth in breaking. 
When land is once deeply broken, it 
will take up more w ater as It rails, 
leave less for the terraces to carry, 
and help to prevent washing. 
Land 
broken shallow soon fills full or 
water, in case of a heavy rain, and 
then the loose, w ater-filled soil is 
easily moved by the surplus th at it 
can not soak up. 
Big. broad terraces 
and deep plowing of the land, six or 
seven inches, will m ake it practicable 
to do much fall plowing. 
Fall plow­ 
ing will m ake it possible to get 
greater value out of the stalks aud 
litter th at can be turned under. This 
in turn with the increased hum us 
supply, will m ake it possible to grow 
better cotton the following year. 
A word of caution should be in­ 
jected here. 
It infers to the danger 
of loss by leaching th at is quite sure 
to result from the fall plowing of 
sandy soils. 
It probably would toe 
best not to break them in th e fail 
unless there is really a considerable 
am ount of litter to be turned under,

French Scientists Breed Insects and 
Birde That Are Enemies of Fruit. 
Destroying Pests. 


There is a quaint Institution in Men- 
tone, in the south of France, known 
as the Insectartum, where learned pro­ 
fessors are rearing various species of 
bugs and other insects. 
Mentone is in the center of an Im­ 
portant fruit-growing district, and tho 
object is to discover the best means of 
fighting those insect pests that prey 
upon plants and ruin the fruit. 
The orchards have suffered severely 
through the ravages of the mealy bug, 
and the fruit growers were becoming 
quite alarmed. 
Then experts discov­ 
ered that three other species of bug 
are the natural enemies of the mealy. 
So these are being bred and reared 
and turned loose in the orchards as 
allies of the fruit growers. 
The Institution is also breeding cer­ 
tain species of ladybirds to destroy the 
cochineal, an insect that plays havoc 
with orange and lemon trees. 
These 
ladybirds have been brought from tar 
Australia and California. 
The Institution is nothing less than 
an up-to-date insect farm, consisting 
of a large private house and an acre 
of ground. In the laboratory are rows 
upon rows of phials and jars, the 
larvae of various insects which arc 
kept at a high temperature. In the gar­ 
den are cages full of all kinds of 
creeping and flying pests. 


VAST WEALTH FROM SILVER

A not lier silver king sent the king of 
Spain $2,000,000 as a Christmas pres­ 
ent, and asked to he allowed to build 
galleries and portals of silver around 
Ids mansion. 
This request was re­ 
fused. the authorities declaring that 
such magnificence was the privilege 
of royalty only.

No respect­ 
able firm manufactures such articles, 
and, although a small quantity is 
made secretly by employees of repu­ 
table firms, the majority come from 
special factories engaged In nothing 
else but making burglars’ tools. Such 
factories are hidden away in back 
streets, and it is almost Impossible to 
locate them.

Mo Two Persons Can See the 
Same Rainbow 


Misconceptions concerning the rain 
bhw are many, according to Prof. W. ; 
J. Humphreys, Ph. D., of Franklin in­ 
stitute, Philadelphia. 
Close ohserva- i 
tions have shown that not even the 
colors are always tlie same. Neither 
is the band of any color of constant 
angular width, nor is the total breadth 
of the several colors uniform. 
But 
perhaps tile most interesting feature 
which Prof. Humphreys brings out is 
the fact that no two persons see the 
same rainbow; there are as many 
rainbows as there are persons looking 
at them, it seems. 
Theory teaches, and ordinary ex 
perience shows, according 
to 
Prof. 
Humphreys, that as lite observer re 
mains stationary or moves, so also, 
other things being equal, does his 
rainbow. 
lf 
then, 
two 
observers 
initially dose together should move in 
opposite directions, each would find 
his rainbow responding in tile same 
sense as his shadow, and presently 
the two positions and. therefore, the 
identity of the twat hows, would be­ 
come unquestionably different, from 
which It follows that, as the eyes of 
(he two observers must always be 
separated by a greater or less distance, 
their hows must also he correspond­ 
ingly separated and different—differ­ 
ent In the sense that they have differ­ 
ent positions and are produced by dif­ 
ferent raindrops. 
In short, since the 
rainbow is a special distribution of 
colors (produced in a particular way) 
with reference to a definite point—the 
eye of the observer—and as no single 
distribution (other than uniform and 
infinite) can he the same for two 
separate points, it follows that two ob­ 
servers can not see the same rainbow.

The Sunday School Boy. 


You know, folks, there are lots 
of kids in this town that never go co 
Sunday school, and th a t’s a bad state 
of affairs as it means a lack of re­ 
ligious training and moral restraint. 
Did you know that it is the rarest 
thing in the world that a Sunday 
school boy is pulled into court. 
Not 
many years ago we lived in a county 
where there were some two or three 
communities which furnished all the 
grist for the law courts. 
In those 
communities there were no Sundav 
schools and very little preaching, and 
the boys were real bad; yes, in one 
community 
they 
rotten-egged 
the 
p; eacher out of the church, and of 
all the crime committed in that coun­ 
ty, it was a noted fact that not a 
single Sunday school boy was e v ’r 
prosecuted in the courts. 
We heard a man relate a circum­ 
stance of a Sunday school boy which 
illustrates what we are trying to gel 
at. 
In a certain community in this 
state, a young man fell into bad com­ 
pany, and was caught in burglarizing 
a store. 
He was tried and convicted, 
and sent to the pen for two years; 
he served his term, came back home 
where he had disgraced himself and 
broke the hearts of his father and 
mother, and he came back to make 
good. 
Let’s see: 
Ten years after 
that there was a vacancy in a bank, 
an assistant cashier was wanted and 
at a meeting of the directors of that 
institution, the names of several ap­ 
plicants were discussed pro and con. 
Directly an elderly gentleman, and 
president of that bank, got up in the 
meeting and recommended this young 
man. 
Of course, in an instant the 
minds of those shrewd business men 
reverted back to the crime that he 
committed years ago, and the m atter 
was mentioned and discussed. 
In 
answer to the objections registered, 
the president of that bank made this 
statement: 
He said th at he was su­ 
perintendent of a Sunday school, and 
this young man is a member of that 
Sunday school, and in ten years he 
has not missed a single Sunday; and 
back of his recommendation every 
dollar that he possesses will sponsor 
for the acts of this young man— and 
the estimated wealth of the banker 
was said to be two hundred thousand 
dollars.
